Ion Peine, N r orth Scar District Chairman , and I had lunch with Ronald Dean 
3oyer today. The purpose of our meeting was to gee Mr. 3oyer f s side of -he story 
concerning several alleged inappropriate sexual incidents with younger boys* 

First of all, Mr. Soyar admitted chac while in Valparaiso, about three years 
ago, he had been involved with a young newspaper hoy where they "fondled each other". 
Mr.ooyar was not specific about what parts of the anatony were being fondled, but 
his "girlfriend", who is a student at Christian Theological Seminar:' and a Den leader 
with 3 sens, told ne yesterday that Dean had told her thac he and the bey had "fondled 
each other's penises". 

while Dean readily talks about having some problans with self worth, he does not ' 
apparently think that what he did was any big deal. 

Since about last December as Scoutmaster of Troop 32, atleast three parents have 
noted "inappropriate behavior" on Mr.3oyer r s part with rhe beys. Two of the fathers 
net with Mr. 3 oyer and d±3c*s $3&d his behavior which appeared to then to be approaching 
"pedophilia". f Ti7l ' 1 TB8 ^ 3 one of the two fathers that confronted Mr. 3cyer, wo rks 
dally fo r a local agency that is involved with -child abuse and the other father, 
^^■^■is a chaplain at Methodist Hospital. Neither father had personally witnessed 
enough to take what they had seen or what they felt to the local prosecutor. Teat 
they had observed was a lot of rough playing with hitting on the buttocks and reported 
incidant^o^^oos^ng and poking in che groin araa wit^^^stick. A boy vas heard to 
say, by "Stop it, that's not nice!" jf^^^S^ did not see what Mr. 

3 oyer did. ^ 

Faced with a show down with the Troop Committee, Mr. 3oyer rasignea maintaining 
that he had done nothing wrong. I knew of a "personality conflict" that was developing, 
but neither I nor the committee knew about the incident in Valparaiso until a call came 
from the Mo r them Indiana Council expressing concern that Mr. 3oyer was a Scoutmaster 
in Indianapolis. It wasn't until the day of the Troop Committee nee ting that 1 then 
learned from Stan Mullin that his concern and that of the Northern Indiana Co unci 1 
were the same.

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I recommended to c^J^troop Committee chat chey accel^Oean's resignation char 
night and co select ano ther Scoutmaster. I further suggested to Mr. 3oyer chat: he 
lac his resignation made in haste and anger strand unci! he and I could gee together 
and discuss whac had happened in Valparaiso, at that tine I did not know the causa 
of the conflict here at Troop 32. 

Today, ve suggested that it might be best for both him and Scouting if he would 
voluntarily remove himself from the Troop 32 situation and not involve himself with 
youth at all, even if just for 6 months. He flatly refused Chat suggestion. I then 
told Mr. 3 oyer that it was my opinion that ha should consider himself ''persona non 
grata" with the 3oy Scouts of .America. He acknowledged that I could probably stake 
that stick in Indianapolis, .but he hoped that I would not. He hacked off front trying 
to be a Scoutmaster bur became a little hostile when I said that ha could not be 
a Merit Badge Counselor either. 

The prosecutor in Valparaiso has a sis year "string" on Mr. Beyer. As soon as 
the remaining three years are up, Mr. Beyer said that he was leaving the state with 
the implication that he would then get bade into Scouting.. 

Mr. 3oyer showed little sign of any guilt or any serious wrong doing on his 
part. 3ut he did -repeatedly say that for us to ostracize him from Scouting was 
unfair. His feelings seemed to be only for himself and he had absolutely no empathy 
for what a parent might think. 

Tom Peine ask Mr. 3 oyer for his suggested alternate course of action and got 
no answer.
